December  31 1 19$6»  t»ho  lives  in  Washington  Heights^  N.Y.C.*  noticed  an 

exceptionally  bright  light  from  his  8th  floor  window  at  11s 35  p*n*  Busy  at  the  1 

moment^  he  paid  little  attention  until  the  intense  brightness  made  him  look  out  | 

the  Trrindow,  vdiich  faces  north  and  commands  an  unobstructed  view  of  the  Hudson 
River.  The  object  v;as  spherical,  v/hite  v/ith  a faint  tinge  of  green;  its  edge  ■ 

was  sharply  defined.  At  the  rear  was  a tail^like  projection,  inclining  slightly  i 

upv/ard.  This  ''handle"  was  as  long  as  the  diameter  of  the  main  object,  and  about 
half  as  thick.  The  entire  object,  including  "handle,"  \Yas  as  large  as  the  full 
moon,  and  far  more  brilliant;  its  brl^tness  lit  up  the  river  beneath  it.  It 
left  no  trail.  The  "handle"  definitely  seemed  to  be  part  of  the  object.  There 
were  no  wings,  "windows,"  or  other  structural  features  visible.  '

Vihen  first  seen,  the  object  appeared  to  be  directly  over  the  river,  north 
of  the  George  V/ashin^on  Bridge,  traveling  westward  at  about  tvri.ce  the  speed  of 
an  airliner  as  it  passes  over  the  samearea  at  a normal  altitude.  Its  elevation 
was  estimated  at  30*^  to  UO'^,  and  Iir.^H0fthad  the  lit^res.sion  that  its  altitude 
above  the  river  was  only  about  1000  feet.  YJhen  the  object  reached  a point  about 
20°  above  the  Jersey  Palisades,  it  petered  out,  "like  the  closing  down  of  a camera 
diaphragm."  sure  it  did  not  disappear  at  high  speed  into  the  dis- 

tance, but  singjly  shrank  and  "went  out,"  About  10  seconds  elapsed  from  the  moment 
the  lig^it  was  noticed  through  the  window  until  the  object  finally  disappeared; 
the  object  itself  was  under  good  observation  for  about  four  seconds.  Ho  other 
aircraft  in  the  area;  no  noise  heard;  as  yet,  no  confirmatoiy  reports.
